Son. Thayer’s wm. 

In accordance with request and a* * 
natter of general public Interest, we give 
the provision of the will of Gen. Thayer In 
establishing the Thayer Academy In 
Braintree. 

“Desirous of promoting.” says General 
Thayer, “the cause of education in Massa¬ 
chusetts, according to my ability, and of 
benefiting the town of Braintree, the 
place of my birth, and to secure the pay¬ 
ment of the annuities herein croated, I 
hereby give, devise and bequeath all the 
rest, residue and remainder of my estate, 
leal and personal, not herein specifically 
devised and appropriated to George Tyler 
BIplow, LL. D„ of Quincy; Ebenezer Al- 
den, of Randolph; William S. Dexter of 
Baookline; Asa French and George Augus- 
tua Thayer, both of Braintree; Seth Turn¬ 
er of Randolph, and Solomon Lincoln of 
Bingham,'to hold, manage and dispose of 
this trust, which may by donations by oth¬ 
ers or by Increase amount to the value of 
$ 300 , 000 . Then the trustees shall ap¬ 
propriate therefrom a sum not exceeding 
$00,000 to the purchase of a piece of land 
in said Braintree, and to the erection anil 
completion thereon of an edifice or of edi¬ 
fices suitable for an academy in which 
young persons of the male sex (or of both 
sexes If mjr trustees deem It expedient) 
shall be educated. 

My intention and my will is that the 
above sum shall be In addition to f20,(MXl 
to be furnished by the town of Braintree, 
or individuals for that purpose. In case 
the said town or individuals fall to furnish 
such money, then the trustees arc author¬ 
ized to locate It in cither of the towns of 
Quincy or Randolph, and to make such 
terms as they shall sec lit with either of 
these towns In relation to location of the 
academy. I direct that no one under the 
age of twelve years be received as a pupil 
in said academy, nor unless versed in read¬ 
ing, spelling, writing, English grammar, 
arithmetic, etc.; that such ami so many 
free scholars as my trustees may deem 
proper be educated without any charge for 
their tuition, provided that every such 
free scholar shall have been born in said 
Quincy, Braintree, or Kanpolph, or if not 
born there, that one or both of ids or her 
parents shall reside in one of said towns 
at the lime of his or her continuance as a 
pupil in said academy; and in deciding on 
the admission of such free scholars, I re¬ 
quest that those may be preferred whom 
my trustees may deem most capable, and 
most Industrious, must advanced in learn¬ 
ing and most worthy, without regard to 
the peculiar circumstances of their parents 
or guardians. The trustees are directed 
to make all rules and regulations for the 
government of said academy, not incon¬ 
sistent with the forementioued clause, in 
reference to the number and selections of 
pupils. 

I also request that a sum be appropria¬ 
ted out of the fund fur medals and money 
prizes to be awarded to distinguished stu¬ 
dents. At tlie commencement of every 
year, or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
my trustees shall submit a financial exhib¬ 
it of the funds and Academy expenses to 
tlie Governor,and also publish the same in 
a Norfolk County newspaper. If any dif¬ 
ference of opinion arise or exist amongst 
the trustees, a majority shall rule, and in 
cose of un equal division of opinion, then 
the matter in question shall be referred to 
tlie Supreme Court, whose decision shall 
be final.

If it is neces¬ 
sary for them to have any of their money 
before any is received, they can pledge 
their work for something to eat, but not 
for drink, for water Is free. If yon wish 
my Ideas further explained please call. 

I have a copy of the By-Laws of the 
IToncer Cooperative Raving Fund ami 
Loan Association, of Boston. This Is 
what the working men of this town 
should be looking Into. They can secure 
a good home, free In ten years for the 
money they pay In that time for rent.— 
Call and look into it, and not live a de¬ 
pendent all your life. 

These associations arc becoming of such 
general Interest that a summary of their 
leading features will be Interesting to 
many. Hon. Joslah Quincy, who has been 
a prominent advocate of these enterpris¬ 
es, at the first sale of shares of the Pio¬ 
neer Association in Boston, said, "Before 
offering for sale the amount in the treas¬ 
ury I have to announce that the first se¬ 
ries of the I’ioneer Association Is closed. 
A second series will soon be opened, of 
which due notice will be given, During 
the past month associations have been 
formed In Boston, East Cambridge, Haver¬ 
hill and Taunton; and to morrow evening 
1 shall explain tbe advantages and manog- 
ment of these associations, at their re¬ 
quest, to tlie workingmen of Lynn. An 
eminent Boston clergymen, long Interest¬ 
ed In social science, writes me that our 
movement seems to him the best thing 
duuc for the workmen of Massachuectta iu 
this generation. Anil perhaps bis lan¬ 
guage is not extravagant, for ws are en¬ 
deavoring to introduce a sound business in¬ 
stitution that has been thoroughly tested 
and which, Without a single loss, has been 
the means of giving Independent homes 
to tens of thousands of the industrial 
class. They are not charitable institutions. 
Those who buy shares expeet to have their 
money safely invested ami returned wiih 
a liberal interest. By law there are but 
two iuveetments—either in loans upon 
tbe shares at their estimated value, or 
upon real estate. Upon the latter a larger 
loan can safely he made than savings 
banks can prudently or legally make. 
Fur in one ease tlie security is continually 
appreciating, while in the other it may nt 
any time depreciate. If the loan is secured 
by real estate of equivalent value, every 
month makes assurance doubly sure by 
inereasiiig the value of the shares that are 
pledged w ith the laud as collateral securi¬ 
ty.

Voww Meeting. 

Au important and numerously attended 
town meeting was held in the Town Hall, 
South Braintree, on Saturday evening. 
The purpose and occasion of the meeting 
Is pretty well known throughout tho com¬ 
munity, arising and culminating in an 
emphatic denouncement of the action of 
the Trustees of the Thayer Academy, in 
Charging a tuition fee for admission from 
the poople of Braintree, it being gener¬ 
ally understood that when the appropria¬ 
tion of 320,000 was made by the towu that 
this sum did not only secure the benefits 
Vesulling from having the Institution lo¬ 
cated in the town, hut also and in addition 
a free admission into the academy. The 
Trustees it appears do not so regard the 
terms and conditions of the will of Gener¬ 
al Thayer to mean, and have acted accord¬ 
ing to tliia impressiou; hence the present 
excitement on the part of the people. 
Theyeay that they haro been deceived, 
and this they say is the most difficult part 
of the conduct of the Board of Trustees to 
be reconciled with. The large hall was 
crowded, aud comprised the most intell- 
gcnce of any town meeting that we ever 
attended. Samuel Bates, Town Clerk, 
called the meeting to order and read the 
warrant calling the meeting, whereupon 
Don. F. A. Hobart was chosen Moderator. 
Mr. Uobart then rose and read the second 
article in the warrant, “To see if the town 
will protest by resolution or otherwise 
against the proposed action of the trustees 
of the Thayer Academy in charging a tui¬ 
tion <eo for admission to said Institution 
from the people of Braintree.” The 
chairman then asked what action the 
meeting was prepared to take in connec¬ 
tion with this article. 

Mr. Asa T. Pratt waa the first to claim 
the attention of the Chair. lie said that 
he felt it to be necessary that some one 
should open the business of the meeting; 
that a grave aud serious misunderstanding 
bad occurred, occasioned by the action of 
the Board of Trustees of Thayer Academy, 
and the conception of the people as to 
Wbat the action of the trustees ought to 
have been. No one could for a moment 
deny that the excitement In the public 
mind is intense over this matter. What, 
then, is clearly the duty of the hour, aud 
the obligation resting upon every one? 
Plainly, not that of increasing the es¬ 
trangement and mlsunderatanding, but 
mu eh rather that of mutual reconciliation 
and harmony between the people aud the 
institution. Prom the first he had re¬ 
garded the institution as likely to prove in 
lie educational character more suitable for 
some other community, and had eome- 
tlmea thought that the institution vu a 
monument to Braintree folly and General 
Thayer’s threwdnetv, but now that we 
have the institution he thought it waa the 
wisest course to make the best of it. lie 
therefore would sustain it, aud do every¬ 
thing in bis power to make the institution 
successful. In ordor to bridge over the 
present difficulty aud lead to the promotion 
et a better understanding, he submitted 
the following resolutions to the considera¬ 
tion of the meeting. 

Whereas General Sylvanus Thayer do¬ 
nated by will a certain sum of money for 
the establishment of a school or academy, 
to be located in Braintree, Randolph, 
Quincy or Holbrook, on certain conditions, 
and, whereas, to secure the location of 
said school withiu its limits, the towu of 
Braintree has voted and paid over to the 
trustees uuder said will, the sum of 3 U 0 .UU 0 
With the understanding that the school 
Was to be free and open to the people of 
Braintree forever, aud that they should bo 
•utitled to its benefits aud privileges with¬ 
out charge, it is 

Result ed, that we deprecate any action 
tendiug to impair the usefulness of said 
school, and pledge ourselves to use all 
honorable means in our power to promote 
!U best interests. 

Ueaoived, that the action of the trustees 
in exacliug a tuition fee from the poople 
of Br^iutreo for admission to the privilege 
of said school is iu direct contravention of 
the assuruuces given to the cilixeus of the 
towu, and contrary to the understanding 
which existed at lire lime the appropria¬ 
tion w as made. 

Rcsolvud, that we consider the actiou of 
the trustees unjust to the pvuple of Brain 
tree, injurious to the popularity aud stand¬ 


ing of lh« Institution and OtriwmUl to 
Ha mefalMBL 

Resolved, that, bettering tire action of 
tbs trustees to b* contrary to tfe* under¬ 
standing existing when the saM appropria¬ 
tion of *10,0(10 waa made, we hereby re¬ 
spectfully but earnestly, protest against 
the principle Involved of laxlnjr our people 
to support that which we ware area t a d waa 
free to onr people forever. 

Resolved, that a committee of three be 
appointed by thn chair, to which ffiwll be 
added the Moderator of this meeting and 
the Town Cletk, whose duty II shall b# to 
confer with the trustee* of said Thayer 
Academy relative to the interests of the 
town, and that they also ascertain whether 
the town has any legal remedy for redress. 

Resolved, that Mid committee procure 
an accurate copy of the will of General 
Thayer, so far as it relate* to the establish¬ 
ment of this school, and cause the tame to 
be printed for the nee and information of 
the people. 

Resolved, that the Selectmen b* and they 
are hereby authorised to draw their war¬ 
rant for the payment of expeneee of said 
committee in a sum not exceeding | 50 . 

Mr. Pratt moved the adoption of tha 
resolution*. 

Caleb Stetson, Esq., said that his opin¬ 
ion had always bean that when the town 
appropriated 3 * 0,000 It waa simply to se¬ 
cure the location of the Academy In the 
town, and nothing else; and that this wm 
so, look at Randolph, Quincy and Hol¬ 
brook. There la no excitement In those 
towns over the action of the trustee*. The 
people of Braintree might have understood 
the school to be free, but the will did not 
My any such thing, and if any of the trus¬ 
tees Mid to, they had allowed themselves 
to be deeelved with their eye* open. There 
wu no authority for this mealing, and 
now that the Institution has been estab¬ 
lished what la the good of arraigning the 
trustees? He hoped the resolutions would 
not pass. 

Mr. Pratt explained that hla resolutions 
arraigned no one. They Simply provide a 
way of escape from the present difficulty. 

Hon. Edw. Avery counselled caution and 
deliberate action, and said wa ought not 
to do anything In a hurry that may have to 
be repented of at leisure. He moved the 
adoption of the last two resolutions regard¬ 
ing the appointment of a committee to 
represent the Internets of the town In the 
re-adjustment of the present difficulty, 

Mr. Elias Holbrook said it was poor pol¬ 
icy and rather late ill the day for the town 
to be trying to correct ita mistakes. Tbe 
trustees have got our money and we have 
nothing to show for it hut a brick building 
to look at. If the institution was a gift, 
the town had had to pay for it. He was 
disappointed that no one present who knew 
all about the matter, would rise and ex¬ 
plain. 

Mr. Pratt said he wanted nothing but 
peace in the present juncture, and wanted 
the people to wait the result of the efforts 
of the committee. 

Dr. Dearing wanted to know what the 
position of the meeting really was, and be 
moved that the records of the town meet¬ 
ing of Jan. 11 th, 1875 , be read by the clerk, 
which was done. 

Mr. A. B. Keith also asked for informa¬ 
tion as to the correctness of certain state¬ 
ments upon which hang the present diffi¬ 
culty. 

Mr. Avery’s iqotion was then put and 
carried. Mr. Avery also moved that the 
remaining resolutions be referred to the 
committee for consideration and to be re- 
-ported back at a subsequent meeting. 

Tbe following arc the committee as ap¬ 
pointed bv tlio chair:—Hon. Edw. Avery, 
Dr. T. U. Dearing, Alva Morrison, B. F. 
Dyer, Hon. F. A. Hobart, and Samuel 
Bates. > t 

It was then voted, under article third, 
and on the motion of Mr. Avary, that the 
selectmen be instructed to appoint three 
night watchmen to be located in tho three 
villages composing the town. 

The meeting then adjourned for three 
weeks.

The following circular has been issued 
by the Board of Trustees of Thayer Acad¬ 
emy, since tlic town meeting, and the lib¬ 
erality of the new provisions announced 
will no doubt put an end to the Ill feeling 
engendered by the previous regulation of 
fees for admittance to the Academy. In 
the words of Hon. F. A. Hobart, the terms 
of the circular will be satisfactory to the 
public, if lived up to. 

.Notice.—The first annual examination 
for admission to Thayer Academy will take 
place Saturday, Sept. 6, beginning at 8J A. 
M. To relieve misapprehensions as to the 
conditions of free scholarships in this 
school, it is announced that all pupils from 
Braintree, Quincy, Randolph and Holbrook 
who shall pass the required examination, 
will, upon giving notice to the Master at 
the opening, be considered as candidates 
for free scholarships. A record will be 
kept of their work and deportment during 
each term, and all those who during such 
portion of the first term or of the year 
may be deemed to afford the adequate test 
—shall have shown themselves capable and 
industrious, proficieut in their studies aud 
exemplary in their deportment, shall be 
admitted as free scholars; and until their 
standing shall be determined no tuition fee 
will be required of any pupil from the 
towns named. Tho number of free schol- 
arlilps is not limited, and it is intended 
to make the conditions of obtaining them 
such as will put them within the reach of 
every youth of good average capacity and 
faithful application, and thus to hold out 
the strongest possible incentive to a right 
use of the opportunities afforded by tho 
Academy. 

The tuition fee will be required of those 
who do not thus earn a free scholarship.

Put a dozen lentous into cold water 
and alowly briug to a boil; boil slowly 
until the lemons are soft, but not too 
soft, then squeeze until all thc juice is 
extracted, add sugar to your taste, aud 
drink. In this way use one dozen 


been fruited four or live years; and tlie 
summer pruning should consist iu cut¬ 
ting away feeble shoots wherever found, 
thus throwing the vitality of tlie viues 
into tlie stronger canes, which will pro¬ 
duce tlie fruit buds of the next season. 

l'iueliing back bearing canes to with¬ 
in a leaf or two of the nearest bundles 
is of no benefit to the fruit, ns the 
leaves are tlie lungs of tlie vines; and if 
tlie vines be shortened in at all it should 
be done very moderately, merely stop¬ 
ping tlie further growth of canes by 
pinching them off near tlie ends. 

In no ease should tlie most thrifty 
canes be shortened during the summer, 
as they will be the canes which bear tlie 
next year’s fruit. 

As the fruit begins to turn in color do 
not remove any leaves to expose tlie 
grapes to tlie sun, nsdliey ripen no soon¬ 
er by so doing, aud the effect of thesuu 
is injurious rathertlinubeucfleial, while 
tlie removal of thu leaves actually re-
